SALMON-TROUT 


Wits full knowledge that to discuss fish is to 
invite assault, and that the Portland Oregonian 
possesses on its editorial staff a writer who makes 
a study of fish, and writes about them because he 
joves them and their lore---a writer far better 
grounded in icthyology than we---there comes an 
urge to set down a few observations on salmon- 
trout. 
_ Immediately someone arises to declare that there 
is no such thing as a salmon-trout; again someone 
loudly maintains that when we are talking of sal- 
mon-trout we are talking of young, immature sal- 
mon, and that it is a sin to catch them; and yet 
again another declares that when we are talkin 
of salmon-trout we are talking only of trout, whic 
are without any connection with salmon. 

Knowing that we are entering a maelstrom of con- 
troversy, we still find ourselves unable to resist the 
step. 

Of course, strictly speaking, there is no such 
thing as a salmon-trout. While both salmon and trout 
ave of the salmonoid family and have many com- 
mon characteristics of general appearance and 
habits, they are totally different fish and should not 
be in any way eonfused. 

,. To all intents and purposes they do not ecross- 
breed, as might be inferred from the hyphenated 
designation of salmon-trout. 

True, there is no such thing as a salmon-trout to 
the student of fish, but the salmon-trout is a very 
real fish to the anglers of the Oregon coast. 

The term salmon-trout is a local one. Local 
nomenclature of fish vari widely. Fishermen 
from different regions, speaking of the same variety 
of fish call them by many different names. For ex 
ample the term “trout” in Louisiana is applied to 
the big-mouth black bass. There could be no con- 
fusion of the two fish, but the preversity of the 
Louisianans holds them to the term. 

Similarly, we on the Columbia river consider 
silverside salmon a very definite class. Elsewhere 
jn the world they are called cohoes, As we of As- 
toria and the Oregon coast are in the, minority, our | 
silversides are cohoes to the market, but never to us. | 

So, though there is actually no such thing as a 
salmon-trout, to the angler of the Oregon coast the 
term salmon-trout will always mean a very definite 
kind of fish.
